THE  INVESTMENT  MARKET  PLACE  . . . 
By  Ted  Schwarz,  N.L.G. 


Most  of  in  the  NLG  are  at  least  par- 
tially concerned  about  deriving  income  from 
our  love  of  coins.  We  seek  paying  markets 
for  the  vast  majority  of  our  writing,  adjust- 
ing our  topics  to  the  needs  of  that  market. 
However,  the  longer  someone  writes  profes- 
sionally, the  more  obvious  it  becomes  that  a 
writer  needs  to  have  two  thoughts  when  ap- 
proaching the  marketplace.  One  is  the  current 
interest  in  the  topic  and  the  other  is  the 
building  of  future  interest  so  that  in  a few 
years  down  the  road,  those  of  us  writing  will 
still  be  considered  either  experts  or  at 
least  desirable  communicators. 

The  current  coin  writing  market  is  dom- 
inated by  considerations  of  investments.  How 
much  money  can  be  earned  from  buying  coins 
and  in  how  short  a period  of  time  are  the 
common  topics  in  most  publications.  This  is 
frequently  true  in  the  hobby  press  and  almost 
exclusively  the  case  in  ether  markets,  such 
as  trade  journals  for  high  income  profession- 
als. Most  of  my  writing  follows  these  patterns 
simply  because  this  is  what  is  in  demand.  A 
problem  will  only  arise  when  conditions 
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change  and  the  investment  interest  wanes. 

I probably  lack  as  much  confidence  in  the 
ability  of  anyone  in  power  in  the  last  few 
years  to  handle  the  economy  effectively  as 
others.  At  the  same  time,  as  a student  of  his- 
tory, I know  that  periods  of  economic  crisis 
are  eventually  followed  by  times  of  stabil- 
ity of  one  sort  or  another.  This  means  that  in 
the  next  few  years,  investment  probably  will 
not  be  a prime  consideration.  Yet  the  majority 
of  individuals  currently  involved  with  coins 
will  still  be  thinking  of  the  field  as  an  in- 
vestment medium.  This  will  mean  that  many 
investors  will  change  their  goals  and  stop 
buying  from  the  dealers.  The  bullion  deal- 
ers, and  what  might  be  called  the  "razzle- 
dazzle  boys,"  will  either  be  bankrupt,  re- 
tired or  in  the  next  "hot"  field,  whatever 
it  proves  to  be.  The  fantastic  growth  will 
be  a thing  of  the  past.  If  the  size  of  the 
market  is  maintained,  it  will  only  be 
because  of  a larger  population  base,  not 
because  it  is  maintaining  the  same  percent- 
age interest  as  today.  The  potential  result 
of  all  this  is  either  the  elimination  of 
markets  or  the  elimination  of  some  writers 
from  those  markets.  Many  publications  seek- 
ing articles  on  coins  will  stop  buying  them. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  non-numisma- 
tic  trade  journals. 

In  other  instances,  writers  who  are 
totally  linked  with  the  field  of  coins  as 
an  investment  will  not  be  considered  for 
other  writing.  All  of  us  know  just  enough 
"horrible  editor"  stories  to  be  aware  of 
the  foolish  ways  we  can  sometimes  get 
typecast  if  we  do  not  do  everything  in  our 
power  to  work  around  that  potential  pro- 
blem. 

This  is  all  a rather  round  about  way 
of  getting  to  what  I feel  is  an  important 
topic  - - the  broadening  of  your  numismatic 
writing  to  lure  new  individuals  into  the 
field.  This  primarily  means  writing  for 
children,  teens  and  young  adults  who  have 
neither  the  money  nor,  potentially,  the 
interest  to  be  considered  potential  coin 
investors . 

You  may  recall  that  coins  were  once 
collected.  This  quaint  custom  involved  the 
enjoyment  of  history  and  art.  Coins  are 
a societal  medium  which  have  helped  the 
world  to  expand.  They  allowed  the  end  of 
the  barter  system  and  permitted  individuals 
to  travel  great  distances  without  fear  of 
starvation  or  being  denied  lodging.  The 


coins  also  served  as  newspapers  and  provided 
social  commentary.  In  addition,  they  are  min-- 
iature  art  masterpieces  directly  related  to 
the  ancient  art  of  jewelry  engraving. 

The  longer  coins  were  used,  the  greater 
the  romance  that  evolved.  Today,  we  can  fan- 
tasize that  the  ancient  Roman  coin  in  our 
possession,  a coin  worth  perhaps  just  a few 
dollars,  was  once  used  by  Jesus  Christ  during 
his  years  as  a carpenter.  We  can  study  the 
coins  of  the  rulers  of  France,  England  and 
other  nations  and  mentally  relive  the  pomp,  the 
ceremony,  and  often  the  insanity  of  these 
colorful  periods.  We  can  look  at  the  Buffalo 
Nickel  and  remember  the  in-fighting  of  gov- 
ernment agencies  which  resulted  in  the  adopt- 
ing of  the  design  of  an  outsider.  Even  greater 
fighting  occurred  with  the  Saint  Gaudens' 
coinage,  often  considered  our  most  beautiful. 
Those  who  can  not  afford  the  $20  Gold  Piece 
can  own  a similar  work  by  his  pupil,  A.  A. 
Weinman . 

The  world  of  coinage  outside  investments 
is  one  of  great  interest  to  a wide  variety  of 
individuals.  One  approach  to  selling  you  might 
use  is  to  examine  the  various  art  journals, 
many  of  which  pay  hamdsomely.  If  an  artist 
gained  fame  in  other  areas,  writing  about  the 
coinage  can  be  of  interest  to  the  market. 
Several  years  ago,  for  example,  I wrote  about 
both  Saint-Gaudens  and  the  Frazers  for  American 
Art  Journal.  There  are  numerous,  similar  ar- 
ticles which  can  be  done  for  that  market  and 
many  others.  Your  library  probably  has  some 
of  these  periodicals  and  you  can  also  find 
a broad  selection  in  the  annually  updated 
WRITER'S  MARKET  put  out  by  Writer's  Digest 
Books . 

A second  area  for  writing  would  be  the 
general  history  magazines  and  publications 
whose  interests  include  religious  history. 

Even  a magazine  devoted  to  general  church 
members  within  a particular  religion  might  be 
interested  in  an  article  on  collecting  coins 
that  relate  to  the  Bible.  Again  these,  as 
well  as  other  publications  to  which  I make 
reference,  can  be  researched  through  Writer's 
Market . 

Magazines  for  children  can  be  yet  another 
market.  You  could  do  articles  on  how  to  form 
a coin  collection,  how  to  get  coins  from 
around  the  world  and  numerous  other  topics. 

More  sophisticated  adult  magazines  might  like 
articles  on  love  tokens,  coins  whose  designs 
reflect  great  romances  and  even  nudes  on  k 
coins . 
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Trade  journals  can  be  approached  for 
different  reasons.  Someone  interested  in 
horticulture  might  be  interested  in  coins 
with  flower  themes.  Sports  magazines  might 
be  interested  in  articles  on  coins  with 
sport  themes.  Magazines  for  the  airline 
trade  might  want  an  article  on  coins  that 
depict  anything  related  to  flight.  The  pos- 
sibilities are  seemingless  endless.  What 
each  has  in  common  is  the  fact  that  the 
interest  of  the  publication  relates  to  the 
collector,  not  the  investor.  More  important, 
the  people  who  read  those  articles  are  go- 
ing to  be  influenced  to  enter  the  hobby 
aspects  of  coin  collecting.  This  means 
that  should  the  investment  market  be  re- 
duced, a logical  conclusion  based  on  past 
historical  patterns,  we  are  not  only  gen- 
erating new  interest  in  the  field  but  also 
ongoing  markets  for  our  work. 

As  an  adjunct  to  this,  you  might  make 
yourself  available  within  your  community 
to  discuss  coin  collecting  with  various 
groups.  This  can  mean  speaking  to  schools, 
civic  groups  and/or  your  local  college, 
university  or  community  college.  Night 
courses  in  the  history  and  romance  of 
coin  collecting,  or  in  coin  collecting  as 
such,  would  be  of  interest.  Naturally 
there  will  be  an  interest  during  the  next 
several  months  or  years  in  adult  education 
lectures  on  investment,  as  well.  This  is 
an  excellent  way  to  make  money  but  you 
should  mix  investment  discussions  with 
talks  on  the  potential  for  the  collector 
who  simply  loves  the  art  masterpieces 
(and  disasters)  which  have  served  as  our 
money. 

Every  writer's  future  is  determined 
by  his  or  her  present  course  of  action. 

A broad  base  of  markets  and  an  increased 
range  of  topics  for  which  you  become 
known  will  help  insure  your  future  finan- 
cial success  with  your  writing  about  nu- 
mismatic topics. 
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THE  TEN  SPOT

New  Orleans  was  lovingly  known  among  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  flatboat  crews  as  the 
City  of  Sin.  But  the  captains  and  the  other 
sober  traders  gave  the  city  another  nick- 
name - - they  called  it  Dixie.  Originally, 
this  word  was  applied  only  to  New  Orleans; 
not  until  the  Civil  War,  when  D.  D.  Emmett's 
famous  song  written  in  1859  became  the  favor- 
ite battle-song  of  the  Confederacy,  was  it  in 
general  use  to  designate  the  entire  South. 

The  only  thing  southern  about  the  song  "Dixie" 
is  it  title.  Dan  Decatur  Emmett  (1815-1904) 
was  born  in  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio. 

In  1856  the  Citizen's  Bank  of  New  Or- 
leans issued  a $10  note.  The  term  "Dixie" 

(from  dix,  the  French  word  for  "10")  is  said 
to  have  originated  from  this  type  of  note. 
Since  the  proper  pronunciation  of  the  French 
was  not  one  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
river  men,  one  of  these  notes  was  known  sim- 
ply as  a dix;  collectively  they  were  called 
dixies,  a name  which  soon  was  applied  to  the 
city  of  issue  as  well,  New  Orleans. 

Some  folks  say  that  the  word  "Dixie”  was 
a corruption  of  Dixon,  taken  from  the  name  of 
the  two  surveyors,  Mason  and  Dixon,  who  sur- 
veyed that  famous  "Mason-Dixon"  line  between 
northern  and  southern  states.  Others  insist 
that  it  came  from  the  name  of  a French  piece 
of  paper  money  used  in  New  Orleans,  a "dix” 
or  a "ten  spot",  rich  folks  called  them 
"dix-es"  since  they  had  a lot  of  those  pieces 
of  paper  currency  in  their  possession.  Still 
others  say  that  once  upon  a time  there  was 
a land  owner  on  Manhattan  Island  named  Mr. 
Dixey  (or  Dixie)  who  treated  his  slaves  with 
such  respect  that  when  he  shipped  them  south 
and  resold  them,  they  longingly  spoke  of  go- 
ing back  to  "Mr.  Dixie's".  Regardless  of  its 
origin,  by  1859  Dixie  meant  the  south  and  the 
south  was  called  Dixieland.
